With  lentier  recollections  of  a 
mother's  love  and  the  memor)  of  a  preci- 
ous home,  I  come  to  offer  the  tribute  of 
a  grateful  heart.  If  1  could  gather  the 
most  beautiful  adjectives  from  the 
languages  of  the  world,  and  with  the  skill 
of  an  orator  fashion  them  into  beautiful 
garlands  of  rhetoric,  I  should  fail  in  my 
greatest  eftort  to  do  justice  to  her 
grandeur  and  glory." — Homer  J.  Wilson. 

From  the  hearth -stone  around  which 
linger  the  recollections  of  our  mother : 
from  the  fireside  where  our  wife  awaits 
us,  come  all  the  purity,  all  the  hope,  and 
all  the  courage  with  which  we  fight  the 
battles  of  life.  The  man  who  is  not  thus 
inspired,  but  who  labours  more  to  secure 
the  applause  of  the  world  than  the  solid 
and  more  precious  approval  of  his  home 
accomplishes  little  of  good  for  other,  or 
of  honour  for  himself.  We  come  into 

being  through  the  abiding  and  deep  love 
of  mother,  she  faces  maternity  with  a 
tenderness  that  is  so  strongly  developed 
that  its  touch  mellows  and  softens  the 
most  uncouth,  "  It  is  a  tenderness  that  is 
divine   and   beautiful."

Upon  this  quality  of  virtue,  the  very 
foundation  of  our  moral,  social,  religious 
and  civic  structure  rests  :  without  it,  we 
fall  into  decay;  we  disintegrate  and  are 
finally     lost.  The     home     relationship 

should  be  deep,  sincere  and  confidential. 
The  love'  of  the  home  must  be  holy  so 
that  our  very  civilization  can  be  secure. 
The  need  of  strong  men  and  women  is 
now.  The  need  of  strong  and  powerful 
leadership  is  upon  us,  and  will  continue 
to  be  upon  us  .md  our  children  after  us. 
Strong  characters  must  be  built  within 
the  lives  of  our  offspring  so  that  they  can 
carry  on  after  we  are  laid  to  rest. 
Bancroft  tells  us:  "  The  material  world 
does  not  change  in  its  masses  or  in  its 
powers.  The  stars  shine  with  no  more 
lustre,  than  when  they  first  sang  together 
in  the  glory  of  their  birth.  The  flowers 
that  gemmed  the  fields  and  the  forests 
before  America  was  discovered,  now 
bloom  around  us  in  their  season.  The 
sun  that  shone  on  Homer  shines  on  us 
in  unchanging  lustre :  the  bow  that 
beamed  on  the  patriarch  still  glitters  in 
the  clouds.

How  to  get  more  power.

Right  there  we  have  a  basic  fomula  tor 
achievement !  No  matter  what  the  field 
of  activity — material,  mental — spiritual — 
we  acquire  prestige  and  power  pro- 
gressively as  we  use  to  the  utmost  the 
power  that  is  already  ours. 

Each  worthy  effort  builds  strength 
cumulatively  ;  each  added  success  estab- 
lishes an  inward  awareness  of  increasing 
power. 

Illustration : 

Assume  that  we  are  ordained  to  the 
office  of  teacher  in  the  lesser  priesthood. 
We  proceed  at  once  to  learn  precisely  the 
requirements  of  this  office.  Instead  of 
viewing  them  merely  as  duties  to  be  per- 
functorily done,  we  see  each  requirement 
as  an  opportunity  to  serve  and  to  grow, 
and  so  we  proceed  earnestly  to  glorify  the 
calling,  by  giving  it  the  utmost  that  is  in 
us. 

Result : 

Incomparable  satisfaction  in  achieve- 
ment ;  new  power  as  a  result  of  having 
given  of  our  energies  without  stint  or 
limit ;  a  readiness  for  new  responsibilities. 

This  formula  is  also  the  very  basis  ot 
business  success.  Added  power  to  in- 
crease sales,  to  save  money  and  to  pay 
debts,  for  instance,  comes  the  very 
moment  we  begin  to  do  something,  no 
matter  how  modest,  in  each  of  these 
fields.

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EDITORIAL 


The  cM,issionary  and  His  (Message

'OR  more  than  a  Hundred  years  the 
Chiircli  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day 
Saints  has  been  sending  its  missionaries  into 
the  field  to  preach  tlie  Gospel.  It  is  pretty 
well  recognized  by  the  informed  that  ours  is 
tJie  greatest  missionary  system  in  the  world. 
If  tiiere  is  another  institution  that  keeps 
2j()0Q  men  and  women  in  the  mission  field  all 
tlie  time,  giving  their  full  time  freely  and 
as  freely  bearing  their  own  expenses,  we  do 
not  know  of  it. 

Well  might  the  world  ask,  "  What  is  the 
power  tlvAu  motivates  this  extraordinary,  con- 
tinuous sacrifice  at  a  cost  approximately  three 
million  dollars  a  year  ?  What  is  it  that  impels 
this  constant  stream  of  the  highest  type  of 
young  manhood  and  \\omanhood  to  a  field  of 
activity  where  there  are  j'ears  of  service  with- 
out money  compensation.^  " 

Well,  tliey  go.  And  they  go  without  fear 
or  pressure.  In  fact,  through  the  years  of 
early  life,  thousands  look  forward  to  the 
opportunity  for  such  gratuitous  service.  As 
seated  above  it  began  more  than  a  hundred 
years  ago.  The  Lhurcli  had  been  organized 
only  about  six  months  when  missionaries  were 
called  to  go  out  proclaiming  the  new  faith, 
and  as  men  were  converted  to  the  then 
strange  doctrine  of  Mormonism,  they  were 
sent  into  the  field  as  misisionaries  to  preach 
it  to  others.  Well  did  they  exemplity  the 
teachings  of  the  Master,  "  Freely  ye  have 
received,    freely   give." 

Joseph  Smith  exhibited  no  fear  of  losing 
his  new  converts  by  sending  them  a  thousand 
miles  or  more  away  to  preach  their  new-found 
faith.  AVTiy.P  Because  he  knew  that  he 
had  not  converted  them  and  that  they  were 
not  converted  to  him,  but  to  the  truths  he 
presented.  The    Prophet    well    knew   that 

when  the  Holy  Spirit  bore  testimony  to  the 
'inmost  soul  of  man,  there  was  no  danger  of 
his  beaig  led  away  by  other  systems  of  ad- 
verse doctrine.  Certain  knowledge  that  it 
Avas  God's  work  in  which  he  was  engaged  left 
no  place  for  fear  in  meeting  the  world  with 
the  message. 

So  it  is  to-day.  Our  young  people  go  intO' 
the  mission  field,  there  to  compare  notes  with 
the  various  ministers,  sects  and  creeds  of 
Christendom.  Parents     would     lose     their 

lives  rather  than  the  faith  of  their  sons  and 
daughters,  but  they  send  them  out  unafraid. 
Such  a  testimony !  What  is  it  not  worth  ? 
And  through  tliis  more  than  a  hundred  years, 
that  confidence  has  been  thoroughly  vindi- 
cated. Of  the  thousands  who  have  gone 
out,  we  know  of  not  one  to  have  come  back 
having  found  a  better  religion.  Is  not  this 
in  itself  a  convincing  evidence  of  truth  ? 


Often  our  mis.sionaries  are  asked,  "  Why 
do  you  come  to  us  with  your  missionary 
work!''  We  are  Christians  here.  Why 
don't  you  go  to  the  pagans  where  Chricst  is 
not  known  and  preach  your  word  there?  " 

One  need  but  look  about  him  and  view  the 
condition  of  the  world  to-daj'  to  find  the 
answer  to  the  question.  'Ihere  iS  nothing 

tills  world  now  needs  so  much  as  the  im- 
pregnation of  the  spirit  and  genius  of  the 
Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ.  No  tiling  but  the 
application  of  His  principles  can  save  the 
world  from  chaos  toward  which  it  is  head- 
long plunging. 

But  it's  near  two  thousand  years  since  the 
Master  walked  among  men  in  G:ililee.  Since 
then  clouds  have  dimmed  men's  vision.  Many 
there  are  who  are  listed  as  Christians  who 
doubt  or  deny  the  divinity  of  Jesus.  Since 
His  reported  ascension  into  heaven,  He  and 
Hiis  Father  have  been  removed  a  long  way 
ofl^  from  mankind.  They  have  become  merged 
iiito  one  eternal,  incomprehensible  abstration, 
without  form  or  being,  having  circumference 
everywhere  and  centre  nowhere.  Christ  has 
lost  His  identity  and  with  it  His  appeal  of 
realism  needful  to  vitalize  human  thought 
and  motivate  human  action. 

Then  Missionary,  let  this  be  your  message 
to  the  world:  That  Chr.st  is  real;  that  He 
lives,  enthroned  in  the  heavens  with  all  the 
distinctiveness  and  individuality  which  were 
His  when  He  ministered  to  men  in  the  flesh ; 
that  He  with  the  Father  to  whom  He  as- 
cended following  His  resurrection,  has  come 
again  to  earth  and  re-established  communion 
between  God  and  man ;  that  other  messengers 
from  he.iven  have  appeared  and  committed  to 
man  the  keys  of  authority  and  Priesthood  by 
which  Gospel  ordinances  can  legally  be  per- 
formed, conferring  tlie  right  to  bind  on  earth 
and  it  will  be  bound  in  heaven ;  that  men 
must  repent  of  their  sins  and  be  baptized 
into  the  Church  and  Kingdom  of  God  and 
then  gauge  their  lives  by  the  principles 
taught  by  the  Christ  if  they  would  enjoy  the 
peace  and  eternal  joy  in  heaven  that  He  de- 
signed for  those  who  will  obey. 

This  is  the  Missionary's  message  to  the 
world.  And  what  a  soul-firing  message  it  is! 
Is  such  a  message  for  pagan  peoples  only  ? 
Let  any  Christian  answer.  Surely  such  a 
message  need  not  be  presented  apologetically. 
Let  every  missionary  be  humble  in  spirit,  but 
let  him  sense  the  majesty  of  his  calling  and 
the  miglity  import  of  his  message.  Farthest 
from  him  should  be  the  spirit  of  strife  and 
contention.  Grand  as  his  message  is,  a 
harbinger  of  peace  on  earth  and  eternal  life

lions,  and  renews  its  seaons  without  in- 
crease or  advancement.  But,  men 
operated  on  by  the  Hght  and  power  ot 
Ciod's  holy  spirit,  made  possible  through 
\irtuous  living-,  have  been  able  lo  control 
some  of  the  lorces  of  nature  and  as  a 
result,  have  brought  into  being  some  ot 
the  marvellous  tnings  we  see  and  feel 
about  us.  'Ihe  impossible  of  yesterday, 
becomes  the  possible  of  to-day.  In  the 
great  laboratories  of  the  world,  human 
thought  is  at  work  making  great  dis- 
coveries. Human  bodies  are  being  dis- 
sected. Relative  values  of  the  anatomy 
are  being  understood.  Through  the  use 
of  radium  it  is  now  possible  to  detect  any 
foreign  substance  within  the  body  and  in 
thousands  of  cases,  find  the  cause  of  ail- 
ments so  that  human  life  is  being  ex- 
tended, not  by  weeks  or  months,  but  by 
years. 

We  must,  of  necessity,  connect  up  in 
one  eternal  chain  these  marvellous  dis- 
coveries to  a  religious  and  spiritual  life. 
Our  religious  life  must  deal  religiously 
with  sacred  things.  We  must  associate 
this  day  and  all  that  belongs  to  it  with  the 
l^edeemer,  Jesus  Christ.  He  is  the 
highest  and  best  we  know. 

Our  religious  life  should  rest  upon  this 
great  principle  of  virtue  in  carrying  out 
the  purposes  upon  which  our  great 
government  rests.  "  When  men  and 
women  are  moved  by  religious  impulse,  it 
is  the  greatest  and  strongest  force  in 
human   life.  Anything  built   up  in  the 

principle  of  truth  must  stand.  All  things 
gravitate  to  truth.  It  must  be  so.  So, 
if  we  are  seeking  truth,  we  cultivate  vir- 
tue, sweetness,  calmness,  trust,  gene- 
rosity, justice,  loyalty,  and  nobility — 
make  them  vitally  active  in  our  characters 
and  by  these  qualities  we  are  constantly 
affecting  the  world.'*  The  moral  obli- 
gation resting  on  us  is  to  look  up  and 
not  down,  to  contribute  to  our  fellowmen 
the  best  within  us. 

The  joy  that  we  experience  here  is  an 
eternal  joy,  notwithstanding  the  fact  that 
it  may  be  mingled  with  sorrow  :  I  am  sure 
that  the  hopes  we  have  within  us  of  the 
spiritual  life  ahead,  and  the  faith  that 
God's  children  have  been  taught  to  feel, 


is  a  joy.  Indeed,  "  Man  is  that  he  might 
have  joy."  It  may  flow  to  us  from  un- 
seen sources;  it  may  arise  out  of  the  pro- 
ceedings of  this  day.  Indeed,  there  is  a 
jo)  in  the  hope  that. we  will  be  associated 
with  those  who  have  gone  on  before,  we 
trust,  in  the  quest  of  everlasting  truth. 
That  we  will  find  our  place  there,  there  is 
no  question.  That  we  will  ever  be  on 
the  search  for  knowledge,  there  can  be 
no  doubt.  The  road  of  eternal  pro- 
gression  is   before   us. 

It  sometimes  happens  that  many  offer 
their  appreciation  only  when  they  are 
deprived  of  the  companionship  of  either, 
or  both  father  and  mother.  They  come 
to  their  defence  when  they  are  absent 
from  them  more  than  they  do  when  they 
are  with  them.  As  a  matter  of  justice 
and  right,  we  should  sing  to  them  our 
praises  while  they  are  yet  alive  and  full 
of  vitality,  health  and  strength,  and  not 
wait  until  their  eyes  are  closed  in  death. 
There  are  vast  sums  of  money  spent  to 
buy  beautiful  caskets  in  which  to  place 
mothers  and  then  the  caskets  are  be- 
decked with  garlands  of  the  choicest 
flowers  to  have  people  know  that  their 
children  are  mindful  of  their  virtues. 
They  should  receive  the  flowers  while  yet 
alive.  They  should  have  love,  words  of 
gratitude,  full  and  complete  appreciation 
while,  with  their  virtues,  they  grace  the 
home.  Many  men  and  women  receive 
the  plaudits  of  the  world  for  their 
achievements  and  victories  while  the 
patient  and  loving  mother  remains  in  the 
background.  She  in  all  probability,  was 
largely  responsible  for  the  glory  her  off- 
spring was  receiving  from  an  unknowing 
world.  How  many  remember  her  in  the 
hour  of  triumph  and  glory? 

Using,  with  a  slight  change,  the 
language  of  John  Henry  Graves — "  If  I 
should  seek  to  touch  the  inward  source  of 
all  of  a  mother's  greatness,  I  would  lay 
my  hand  upon  her  heart.

There  is  only  one  way  properly  to 
learn  to  sell  merchandise  and  that  is, 
after  the  ground  work  is  laid,  to  study 
selling,  in  actual  experience,  under  the 
inspiration  of  brilliant  sales  leadership ;

an  appendectomy,  and  that  is,  after  ac- 
quiring the  vast  fund  of  technical  in- 
formation necessary  through  study  and 
observation,  under  skilled  guidance  and 
counsel,  to  go  into  the  operating  room 
and  personally  perform  the  operation. 

That  is  true  in  every  field  of  endeavour. 

There  is  no  substitute  for  doing. 
The  world  respects  men  animated 

by  faith. 

Attitude  as  a  vital  aid  to  achievement 
is  entitled  to  the  place  ascribed  to  it  by 
the  men  who  are  doing  the  world's  work. 
Walter  Dill  Scott  places  attitude  ahead  of 
capacity  in  the  field  of  achievement. 

The  world  has  a  way  of  highly  regard- 
ing men  who  are  animated  by  an  earnest 


desire  to  rise  above  things  as  they  are, 
and  to  evince  true  appreciation  of  the 
Lord's  beneficence  by  doing  the  things 
He  wants  done. 

Then,  too,  the  world  has  a  way  of 
respecting  men  of  faith — men  inspired  by 
a  sincere  conviction  that  success  is 
possible  to  anyone  who  really  believes 
in  the  ultimate  achievement  of  his  aims 
and  ambitions. 

Sour  personalities,  no  matter  how 
brilliant,  menially,  lose  much  of  their 
power  to  achieve,  at  the  very  start.  For 
years  a  dour  exterior  and  a  secretive 
manner  seemed  to  be  part  of  the  equip- 
ment of  many  physicians ;  and  no  one 
could  possibly  be  as  wise  as  some  lawyers 
years  ago  tried  to  appear.

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Utah,  A  Land  of  Churches 

HAT  Utah  is  a  land  of  Churches 
is  shown  in  a  recent  directory 
pubHshed  by  the  Utah  W.P.A. 
Historical  Records  Survey,  making  avail- 
able for  the  first  time  a  detailed  listing  of 
the  denominational  and  religious  leaders 
of  the  state. 

The  directory  does  not  list  or  include 
any  of  the  stakes  or  wards  of  the  Mormon 
Church,  which  are  published  annually  in 
a  complete  Church  directory.  In  addi- 
tion to  the  several  hundred  divisions  of 
the  Mormon  Church,  Utah,  according  to 
the  new  directory  to  be  published  soon  by 
the  Historical  Records  Survey,  has  24 
denominations  operating  in  the  state. 

These  denominations,  with  the  number 
of  existing  churches  operated  by  each, 
are  : — 

Adventist,  10;  Bible  Students,  1;  Bud- 
hist  Missions,  2;  Catholic,  21;  Church  of 
Christ  Scientist,  6 ;  Congregational,  8 ; 
Disciples  of  Christ,  Christian,  3;  Eastern 
Orthodox,  2;  Hebrew,  4;  Japanese  In- 
dependent, 2;  Lutheran,  11;  Methodist 
Episcopal,  14 ;  Missions,  4 ;  Mormon 
(other  than  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ 
of  Latter-day  Saints),  6;  Nazarene,  2; 
Pentecostal,  3;  Presbyterian,  23;  Protes- 
tant Episcopal,  18;  Salvation  Army,  2; 
Sp'ritualists ;  Unitarian,  1;  Volunteers 
of  America,  established  in  Ogden  be- 
tween 1930-34,  and  the  Spiritualists, 
established  in  Ogden  between  1874-1880, 
are  still  active;  the  directorv  lists  in  all 
160  individual  churches  existing,  and  35 
defunct.  Nineteen'    '  church-operated 

schools     and     institutions     are     cited,     10 
Catholic,      6     Buddhist     Mission     and     3 
Protestant     Episcopal;     defunct     schools, 
number     10;     8     Congregational     and     2 
Catholic.  Five     of     the     churches     are 

exclusively   coloured. 

Ah  hough  a  large  number  of  the  re- 
ligious organizations  and  institutions  is 
concentrated  in  Salt  Lake  and  adjoining 
counties,  virtually  every  county  In  the 
state  is  represented  upon  the  list.

Remembering. 

Psychologists  seem  agreed  that  the 
process  of  remembering  involves  at  least 
five  considerations  :  interest,  understand- 
ing,  observation,   doing  and  note-taking. 

We  reni'^mber  the  things  we  do  better 
than  those  we  merely  think.  If,  there- 
fore, in  addition  to  doing,  we  are  greatly 
interested  in  a  matter,  understand  it  well, 
observe  the  details  about  it  carefully  and 
then  take  a  few  notes,  it  is  altogether 
likely  that  we  shall  remember  it. 

Notes  should  be  copious  enough  that 
the  subject  will  be  understandable  weeks 
later.  Indifferent      hieroglyphics      and 

geometric  scrawls  made  while  we  are 
thinking  aloud — on  the  telephone,  for  in- 
stance— are  usually  not  good  notes. 
Even  the  outline  of  a  story  which  means 
much  to  you  now,  as  you  write  it,  may 
not  mean  anything  to  you  several  months 
later  when  you  are  trying  to  recall  the 
details. 

If  you  a-e  remembering  only  one -fiftieth 
of  the  better  things  you  read,  you  may  be 
scoring  high  for  some  laymen — 2% — but 
that  is  not  a  score  that  will  make  for 
leadership.
